In as much as I have known Grand Admiral RATD"F for years and am not 
related in him ty blood or marriage and as I never was a member of the Party 
or of any of its organizations, I would like to make a few statements for

I an the grand daushter of the Admiral von Mueller ( former chief of 
the Yaval cabinet) when died in 190, knowm for his liheral attitufe nnd be- 
cause of his opposition to von Tirpitz,. Until his feath, ke was a close 
friend of the Admiral. Admiral von Mueller, a prominent anbergonist of the 
Third Reich, was well known in England and even shortly tefore his death 
he corresponded with an English Admiral about the impossible treatment of 
the Jews, As a member of the Gonfessicenal Church, he often intervened with 
Raeder on behalf of the Pastor Niemoeller, and Raeder, in turn tried every- 
thing in his pcwer to obtaein the release of Niemoeller, In consonmnce with 
Raeder!'s request, Party branch offices at Hanzelsbere on the syree were ad- 
minished because of the difficulties which they caused to my erani father, 
In exemplory loyalty the Grand Aimiral always interceded for the old naval 
officers even when they were the most troublesome apponents of the National 
Socialist refime, Out of the same loyality to the authorities in the 
Christian sense, he faithfully continued to work at his tasks, even under 
Hitler, I know, however, that for ysars he ändeavcored to resien his 
position and he was in despair because he failed, especially since out break 
of the war, His attitude toward all the absurdities of the monument is last 


reflected in an declaration made to me several years ago, namely " I say 


"Heil Hitler" only to people whom I do not like! 
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I wish to say this particularly in remembraence of my eranäfnther

As a 
there were constant differences with TaRBOVEN during my pe 
command in Norvor, differences which went so far that I had to complain 
to RAuDER, who niways cndeavourcd to support me in the conflicet against 
TERBOVEN, In Autwan 1942, I sont in a comprehensivo and very sharp 

wolsint to RuEDER for HITLER, which RubDER submittcd to 
HITLER at oncc. The final reason for this loticr of complaint was 
TERBOVÄN!sS a sation that "he had folt the behaviour of the Navy 
in an sxeeptional eircunstance in Drontheim to be sabotaze of the 
oösurss taken by hin (TERBOVEN) for the sceurity of the German Reich." 
Unfortunstely, this letter of comoleint and R.EDER'!s attempt to: nchieve 
an zbolition of the eivil administration and TERBOVEN!s recall also 
f2ilod to succecd with _HITIER. RaEDER and I deemed the continued
